Very nice and pretty and comforting, some of which was a waste of time tell¬ 
ing us anyway, such as*vileness in the highest of placesetct'also their cielo 
that "they" in their prophesies told us long ago of these things. 

Well we know that a very wonderful Book, and Sacred Vc.' ame does indeed tell 
us very(Jy^maitically of the times in which we live. Surej.y we do not need any 
space man to come and tell us about it. for any serious student of world af¬ 
fairs with his Bible in his hand does not have to look far to see the corela¬ 
tion of that foretold and the fulfillment before his very eyes. 

But it is not thisvirere the whole decietful issues lie. and tae misleading 
of unsuspecting and trusting people can be misled.

To those of our new readers who may not understand who " X” is. we offer 
a brief explanation . 

Mr. " X " who prefers to remain anonymous , although hy nov/ his name i fair¬

WE SAW BALL OF LIGHT LAND ON SYDNEY.

Two fishermen yesterday told the " Sun Herald" about a huge golden ball of 
light and flame which appeared to " land" twice in Sydney early on Friday. 

Details are being sent to the American scientist Prof. James McDonald , who 
left Sydney this week after investigating five flying saucer sightings in 
Australia. 

The two men w. re fishing four miles out bo sea off Cronulla at midnight Thurs¬ 
day, when they first saw the object . 

One i!r. Maurice Allen, of Kingsgrove and the other Mr Clen liitchell. 

Mr Allen said . " It was uncanny. At first I thought it r/as a plane with its 
landing lights on . But I realised that was wrong. Then I thought it might 
be a helicopter, but that was wrong,too ." 

Mr Allen who is training for a pilots license, said. " It ?;as like nothing that 
I have ever seen in the air before. " 

" We checked with the Dept . of Civil Aviation . and there v/as no aircraft in 
the vicinity at that time . " I don't kno^v how to explain it. " 

The two men agree it was a golden ball of light which had flickering li^t sim¬ 
ilar to flames from a fire. 

They said it was 200 ft in diameter . It swept across the skyand then descen¬

The two r.„n brought their boat into Boatny Bay an hour later and were fishing 
inside the Bay when they saw the light again .

CHIEF OFFICER OF COAoT GUARD HAS 
UNUSUAL SIGHTING . 

Cf. Reports Express and Echo 28 / 4/67 Sunday Express 21/3/27/ 

Our Report from Reg Bradbury in his Kingdom Voice July 1967 . 

The sighting wasmade at Brixham England, on 'il 27 tE r 19 67 / by Caost Guard 
Harry Johnson and others v/ho are trained personel at tne Berry Head Coast Guard 
Station . It was also seen by residents in Brixham , as it hovered for at 
least an hour, watched by the 0oast guards Harry Johnson and Brian Jennings, 
through high powered glasses. Scores of people along the Devon coast telephoned 
the police stations to ask about this object, sighted at noon on April 28th. 

As it hovered over Brixham , Devon, it slowly revolved, revealing what seemdto 
be some sort of door. ( see skecth drawn by Coast Guard Harry Jlohnson for 
Rsg. Bradb''-’'y ). 

A repor'ija in the papers and to interviewer Reg Bradbury, on May I3th. within 
minutes of the sighting the Caostguard staion alerted the reqistite authori4 
ties, and an aircraft apporached, flew round the object, and then flew away. 

. 'cording to the Sunday Express account, a seniorE.A.F. controller at Plymouth 
^rdd " I understand the UFO was also tracked’by rhdah**^; The same report statd 
that a Ministry of Defence spokesman suggested that the object might have been 
' a refelction of car lights or some sore of meteorological Phenomena". 
Commenting on this at the Berry H ad Brixham CaostGuard Station. Chief Officer 
H-jry Johnson said. 

" It*s just laughable for anyone to suggest to a highly trained booty of obser¬ 
vers that this was the reflection of car lights. It was midday. The object was 
obviously highly i)olished, and reflected the sunlight like a star."

Ezperst descrilie two kids’ assertion about the behaviour of a *’ flying saucer” 
at low hei^t across Sjellands Odde, as most credible. Avery heavy lump which 
afterwards was found on the shore, seems furtner to certify the boys' explan¬ 
ation . 

One of the boys meant that the flying object had throTTi dovm someboxes. 

A piece of the lump was sent to technonlogical institute for examination; the 
institute reported never to have seen or explain the v.T;y in which the ele¬ 
ments ( some of which were lime and inorganic coal) were mixed. 

The two boys' observation, which took place some time ago, has been kept back 
by the parents for fear of ridicule by school friends. 

In the beginning the parents xteve sceptic too; but as the boys very strongly 
kept to their explanation, they also were convinced that the boys’ told the 
truth. In order to got the question examined , the mother applied to ” Rude 
Skov Satellite tracking station . ” which referred her to the central office 
of Scandinavian UPO Information . 

The centr-.l office sent a representative to Sjellands Odds, v/here he examined 
the boyr’ and found many details , which agreed with near observations from 
the whole world. In areport to the magazine of the organisation , UPO-NYT, 
he reproduces the boys report as below. 


^hc two boys v/ere playing in front of a big stack of hay; v/hen it became dark 
they wanted to go home. As one of them happened to look up, he noticed a gre- 
dark object in the sky . 

'* A v/ater spout is coming, it is dnagerous”, he cried and ran home . Here his 

mother remarked that it Ci-uldn’t be a water-spout because it was not blowing 

enough . The other lad was not so afraid, but for safetys sake he crept down 
into a ditch, from where he went on v/atching the object. 

The boy maintains to have seen the object go dov/n toward the ground, while 3 
legs were lowered through the bottom , at the same time it slowed dwon verj’- 
strongly. It looked very much as if it was going to land. 

Uhen the object was 3 feet above the gra'nd the legs were nearly pulled up 

again and it sppcdod up. The boy tells that the object continued toward 
Kattegat ( the sea) at lov/ height and when it v/as over the shore it threw 
something which looked like''boxes " out. It is believed that it was the heavy 
lump '.vhich was found. 

i'^ftor a turn out over the sea, something, according to the boy, happened again 
a big hamp or box was lowered, apparently hanging on a rope or cable as ihiok 
as an arm . Judging by the movements of it, it was flexible and had no stiff 
connections. 

As the box or hamp v/as lor/ered down. 8 persons came out through a hole in the 
bottom of the flying object and at once climbed flnto the rope or cable. 

The boy said alos that the took''binoculars or camEras”. 

The boy ' not afnaid and later he several times repeated to his mother that 
'they locked friendly”. Half of the persons from the craft waved their hands 
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and smiled at him. But they did not wave their handsin the usual way • 

-he boy said that ** they held their palms vertical and made quick horizontal 
- -ovements”. 

Asethe object disappeared, the boy neard a sound which he compared v/ith the 
soft humming from a battery tape recorder. There v/as no l^reath of air or rad¬ 
iation of heat from the ” flying saucer ” . 

The boy described the 8 persons as quite small— like the size of himself. 

One of them wore a blue suit and the others a striped one. According to the 
lad , they all v/ore struped caps. Apart from the person in blue, they all had 
containers on the backs from where a tube led to their mouths. 

Another remarkable detail should be recorded , in that they all ** had lights 
on their shoulders”. It looked as if th^3" had electric torch light s on them” 
and there was a light in both ends of t;.rj electric torches, the boy said. 

No one can guarantee that the reprot is true, UFO ^'presentatives remarked, 
but he points out that no one in the family earlier haa been interested in 
l!FO phenomena, by which the boys could have been inspireed in their imagina¬ 
tion. . Source ” Holbak iimts Venstreblad” April .155th I 96 ?.

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SOUTH AUSTRALIAN SIGHTINGS REPORT BY A.E. BRAN. 

Readers will remember in the last edition of PANORAlifi , I mentioned i would 
elaborate slightly about the strange occurancenear Peterborough, one of the 
Northern country towns of our State, approz 150 miles N.E. of Adelaide. 

Thos occurred on the 30 th . March last. 

Two, young apprenticemechanics ( names on our files ) were travelling on fh'-; 
Peterborou^ - Orroroo Road, v/hen their car and tv/o following vehicles we.?e 
suddenly " stopped" by an object about the size of a car, w'hich hovered above 
them and :.itted a bluish glow, reminiscent of a mercury liight . 

The aj;_.-cntcies, and a High School toachervdth a student companion ( who occu¬ 
pied one of the following cars) report that the ir car engines simultaneously 
stopped running as if the electrical sytems had broken down I 
Aftfer hovering for a few moments, the object flew straight up. As soon as it 
had gone the cars were able to be started again . 

I might add that the folk concerned wer startled to say the least, and made 
haste to report the incident to the local police. 

Several reports had beem made to the polic aregarding sightings in the Peter¬ 
borough - Terowie district during the March- April period, including one from 
a schoolteacher , who stated taht he observed a red and white roatting light 
N.W. of Peterborough, over the Pekina and Yatina Hills. 

.jiother statement reports that an object " rose like a rocket" then hovered , 
rotating , over the middle pfa,paddock, this craft like the previous one me»- 
tioned emitted no decernable noise. 

APRIL 6th. 6 . 45 .' p.m. 

Miss Raelene Camilleri, 23 of Mannum , and four of her friends ( names not 
supplied) observed a bright object travelling across the northern sky from west 
to east. The bright object appeeared to be about -f- the size of the evening 
star. The evening was fine and clear with a few clouds, and a perfect unobst 
structed view was had by all. 

The craft kept a constant speed across the sky, and could po:’:sibly be miste 
taken for a satellite , but for its speed , which seemed to be more than twice 
as that of a man made craft .

^ A bri^t object in the sky was reported by 3 teenagBrs travelling west to f- 

east across the northern area . 

Their names are Reinhard Glasser. Frank Shannon, and Mary Pender, all of . 
Lysle St. Brooklyn Pk. 

The object appeared to be a bright yellow, alomst gilden in color,and approx, 
the size of a pea held at arms length . No unusual features were observed 

such a s pulsations , change in color etc . The only chnage being a decrease 

in size just before th disappearance of the object . 

Duration of sighting 7 minutes.

A Magi_l garage proprietor and his father were travelling back to Adelaide 
from the direction of Noarlunga, when f.rom the top of O’Halloran Hill. appi*ox. 
12 miles south of the City , they sighted an unusual object outlined against 
uhe eastern sky by the rising sun . They stopped their vehicle and joined 
f a group of other curious people who were also gazing at the spectacle. 

The object appeared to be eliptical in -,bape and about the size of a cigar« 
ettev.'hen held at arms length. It glowed with a bright golden hue as it hung 
motionless in the sky for several minutes. 

A small dark object was seen to emerge from one end of the craft, and after 
moving aorund in the sky for a few moments , disappeared back from whence it 
came. 

As the objects were at least 10 miles from the observers, no positive 

description could be given with regards to the size or shape of the secondary 
object. 

Upon the sun rising from behind the Ade,^aide Ranges • the craft rapidly dis¬ 
appeared. 

This sighting was confirmed by an acquaintance of mine , v/ho stated that he 
observed the object on his way to his §olf GlubHe assu.i/'d that it was pos¬ 
sibly a high flying jet- craft, but was intrigued by its bright golden colour 
and tae fact that it appeared to hang motionless in the sl<y . He was xnteres- 
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edoenough to park his car in another persons driveway, and sat watching the 
phenomenan until it disappeared from sight. 

Duration of sighting • approx. 10 minutes. 


Investigators evaluation . 

It would appear re. the sighting of ^th May ( the young teenagers) that c. r.fit- 
ellite has again been confused v/ith the real thing . quite often recic/j 
reports from people , acting in all goo d faith, and which we value very much, 
which, when investigated are found to be gebuine mistakes . However I would 
like to say if anyone sees an unusual cr* suspicious light or object in the 
sky to send the report to us , they can be sure then that a very careful an 
analysis will be made of their sightings , and quite possibly a lojr of them 
would be classified as non- identifiable. 


With regards to the sighting of the mother ship” no positive evidence is 
yet tx. hand to rpove whether the sighting was a terrestrial object or if the 
object was of extra-terrestrial origin . 

Information hovrever was eleicted from the Dept, of Civil Aviation that r/'it? 
possibly high flying jet aircraft would be in that particular area at that 
time of morning, and either the craft cr its vapour trail would be suffused 
by the-glow from the rising sun , explaining its bright golden glov/. 

Several doubts were left in my mind however , by the C.I. As . glib explana¬ 
tion as follows. 

(a) How w'as the plane , if plane it \fas, enabled to hang station¬ 
ary in the sky for approximately 10 minutes.?. 

(b) If it was a plane,why did It 'not emit any discernable sound?. 

■ (c) How many planes in our knowledge are able to eject and re¬ 

el ebe back into themselves other flying^craft, whilst remaining still sta¬ 
tionary ?. 

To my v/ay of thinking the latter sighting must be consigned to our unidenti¬ 
fied reports file, to keep company Wwdth many thousnads of others like it. 

Many thah's to the sharo sighted people concerned , . To the teenagers- Don-T 
be diiiouraged maybe next time it vdll be the REAL thing, and to the gentle¬ 
men concerned in the latter report v/e nope they will continue to keep their 
eyes peeled for any further phenomenal A. E.BRAN .
